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Remember When Obama Totally Lost His Marbles? Oh, 
Wait, I’m Thinking of Someone Else...

Imagine it’s the summer of 2011, in a parallel 
universe. 


Barack Obama, who’s gearing up for a difficult re- 
election campaign, gets the dumbest idea of his 
presidency, possibly the dumbest idea of his life. 


He decides to call the president of Ukraine and 
ask him to dig up dirt on Mitt Romney, one of the 
favorites to become the Republican nominee who 
will challenge Obama the following year. 


By odd coincidence, Obama’s administration has 
been withholding hundreds of millions of dollars 
in military aid from Ukraine. Obama thinks the 
conversation about releasing the money would be 
a fine opportunity to stir up his Romney conspiracy 
theory. 


The phone call is so inappropriate and heavy- 
handed that it sparks freaked-out memos among 
Obama’s staff members and, later, a whistleblower 
complaint from a CIA officer who was listening in. 


Obama, who is clearly losing his marbles, defiantly 
asserts that he’s done nothing wrong. As president, 
he says, he’s got the absolute right to ask any foreign 
government to assist him in sniffing out corruption. 


So what if the person he wants investigated happens 
to be his leading political opponent?

Ted Cruz of Texas holds a press conference on 
the steps of the Capitol to lividly assert that Obama 
should be thrown out of office for soliciting foreign 
interference in an American election. 


Cruz is so incensed that a staff aide remains at his

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side to intermittently wipe the spittle from his lips, 
and from nearby microphones. 


Soon Cruz is joined by Mitch McConnell, Lindsey 
Graham and other indignant Republican senators, 
all of whom are wearing blood-pressure cuffs 
monitored by Red Cross volunteers. The lawmakers 
are outraged and seething. 


“It’s criminal that Obama has been abusing the 
power of the presidency for partisan gain,” grumbles 
McConnell, through an interpreter. 


On a live video feed from Salt Lake City, Mitt 
Romney warns that the country is spiraling toward 
a dire constitutional crisis if Obama is allowed to 
remain in the Oval Office and continue trampling 
the Constitution. 


Obama lashes back, claiming that a White House 
reconstruction of the Ukraine phone call proves 
there was no quid pro quo linking the aid package 
to the Romney investigation. 


“Just another political witch hunt,” he shrugs, 
before leaving on a golf vacation to Hawaii. “By the 
way, China ought to investigate Romney, too. So 
should Switzerland. I mean, why the hell not?” 


Atnoon the GOP-controlled House of Representatives 
announces the beginning of a formal impeachment 
investigation. Twelve minutes later, the Judiciary 
Committee says the investigation is complete, and 
sends its findings to the full House for a vote. 


Several Republican lawmakers are injured in a 
crazed stampede to the House floor but are allowed 
to phone in their votes from departing ambulances. 
By the time they reach the emergency room, Obama 
is officially impeached.

You Know You’re in Big Trouble 
When Your Lawyer Needs a Lawyer

Imagine you’re a seasoned, white-collar defense 
lawyer with a stellar reputation. Your practice 
is sailing along, and in South Florida there’s no 
shortage of wealthy Medicare fraudsters, money 
launderers and corporate embezzlers who'd love to 
hire you. 


Then one day the phone rings. An old friend and 
former law school classmate is in trouble. His name 
is Rudy Giuliani. 


He wants you to help. 


And you say, Sure—maybe because you're a loyal 
friend, or maybe because you love a challenge, or 
maybe because you've temporarily taken leave of 
your senses. 


Because, at this point in a long, distinguished 
career, do you really need a frothing, undisciplined 
fool for a client? 


Jon A. Sale does not. 


The Miami-based attorney has built an enviable 
resume that includes many years as a federal 
prosecutor, going all the way back to the Watergate 
investigation. As a defense counsel he’s well 
respected by judges and peers. 


He avoids the limelight. Doesn’t posture. Doesn’t 
blabber. Usually his clients pay attention and 
behave. 


But now he’s got one who can’t stop yakking and 
is pathologically addicted to seeing his own twitchy 
face on TV. By his own actions, Giuliani has made 
himself the most visible stooge in the Donald Trump 
impeachment comedy. 


Rudy’s worse than a loose cannon. He’s a meandering 
cluster bomb. 


However, the fact he wanted Jon Sale to be his 
attorney is proof that he’s still got a few functioning 
brain cells. 


Sale’s chore will be dealing with the House Permanent 
Select Committee on Intelligence, which recently 
subpoenaed documents from Giuliani relating to his 
contacts with certain Ukrainians. 


The panel’s letter to the former New York mayor last 
week said it was investigating “credible allegations 
that you acted as an agent of the president in a 
scheme to advance his personal interests by abusing 
the power of the Office of the President.” 


Unluckily for Sale, it was Trump himself who outed 
Giuliani as a go-to operative in the reconstructed 
White House transcript of Trump’s famously 
unsubtle phone call to Ukrainian President 
Volodymyr Zelensky. 


Trump was convinced that Ukraine authorities had 
dirt on Joe Biden, a top contender to be Trump’s 


Democratic opponent in the 2020 election. The 
president’s phone call pressuring Zelensky triggered 
a CIA officer’s whistleblower complaint, which then 
triggered the impeachment inquiry. 


Giuliani’s response was to frantically begin lining 
up television appearances. On CNN, he first denied 
asking Ukraine to investigate Biden and then 30 
seconds later flopped over and admitted it. 


He also began re-pushing the idea that he’s been 
investigating actions by top Ukraine officials to 
secretly help Hillary Clinton during the 2016 election 
campaign. 


“I’m the real whistleblower,” Rudy bleated to Politico 
in one of many loopy interviews. “If I get killed, you 
won't get the rest of the story.” 


On a whim, he tossed former President Obama into 
the mix, advancing a theory that Obama and Hillary 
had worked with Ukraine to get compromising 
information about Trump in 2017. 


Why would they have waited months after the 
election to hatch such a plot? Rudy didn’t explain. 
Simultaneously, he ramped up his unproven 
corruption accusations against Biden, making fun of 
the former vice president for driving a “little car” and 
living in “a little cottage.” The point of those remarks 
was a mystery to everyone but Giuliani. 


No other sitting president would keep someone as 
scattered and unpolished as their private lawyer, but 
it’s possible that Trump views Rudy’s nasty public 
outbursts as a useful distraction from his own.

So not only will Jon Sale have to sort through a “very 
complex” Congressional subpoena, he’ll also have to 
deal with Ramblin’ Rudy, who can’t seem to keep his 
story straight, or his mouth closed. 


“Stop giving interviews,” might well be Sale ‘s first 
piece of legal advice, followed by:

The final tally, along party lines, is 
242-192. His voice cracking, either 
from emotion or a damp Marlboro, 
House Speaker John Boehner says he 
hopes the Democrat-controlled Senate 
will put national loyalty above party 
loyalty and act swiftly to convict the 
imperious Obama.

Rubio denounces Obama as a “con 
artist,” and says he’s too “dangerous” 
to be trusted with the country’s 
nuclear codes. 


He is then overheard whispering to 
Graham, “That’s a darn good line, 
right? I’m gonna write it down so I can 
use it again someday.”

Artist Call for 2020 Underwater 
Museum of Art Installation

The Cultural Arts Alliance of Walton County (CAA), 
in partnership with the South Walton Artificial Reef 
Association (SWARA), join two of South Walton’s 
most cherished resources, the arts and the Gulf of 
Mexico, with the Underwater Museum of Art (UMA). 


Named by TIME Magazine as one of “100 of the 
World’s Greatest Places,” the UMA is the first and 
only permanent underwater sculpture museum 
in the United States. Artists are invited to submit 
proposals for the third art installation to be deployed 
in summer 2020. The UMA is located off the coast of 
Northwest Florida, less than one mile off the coast 
of Grayton Beach State Park. 


The UMA has been featured in online and print 
publications including National Geographic, Lonely 
Planet, Travel & Leisure, Newsweek, and The New 
York Times. As part of the CAA’s Art in Public 
Spaces program, the UMA also augments SWARA’s 
mission of creating marine habitat and expanding 
fishery populations while providing enhanced 
cultural, economic and educational opportunities 
for the benefit, education, and enjoyment of Walton 
County residents, including students and visitors. 


The project is supported by Visit South Walton, the 
National Endowment for the Arts, Visit Florida, The 
Alys Foundation, and the Florida Department of 
State Cultural Affairs Division.

Seven artists will be commissioned to develop 
design proposals and create a 3D piece of original 
artwork to be permanently installed in the 
Underwater Museum of Art. Each artist will receive 
a $6,500 stipend inclusive of design fees, materials, 
labor, fabrication, construction, packing materials, 
shipping, and transportation. 


Once selections are made, artists will be notified 
and have approximately five months to complete 
and deliver work to Walton County, where the 
completed sculptures will be exhibited on land 
before being transported to Walter Marine in 
Orange Beach, Alabama, to be attached to custom 
pedestals. Sculptures will then be taken by barge to 
the Gulf and carefully submerged around 60 feet to 
the floor of the Gulf of Mexico. 


The UMA is produced in conjunction with SWARA’s 
existing USACOE and FDEP permitted artificial 
reef project that includes nine nearshore reefs 
located within one nautical mile of the shore in 
approximately 60 feet of water. The first phase of 
the UMA project included seven pieces of sculpture 
installed in June 2018 with the second phase of ten 
more sculptures deployed in June 2019.

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In Memoriam: Franko “Washboard” Jackson 


We have lost a giant. I met Franko 
“Washboard” Jackson somewhere around 
1987 when a mutual friend introduced 
us at Docie’s Dock at the former Staff’s 
Restaurant in Fort Walton Beach. I had 
a regular Friday and Saturday gig there. 
Franko started coming and jamming with 
me. We have been playing together in 
many configurations ever since. 


Anyone who’s ever met Franko knows 
he was one of the most genuinely kind 
people ever. This is inevitably pointed out 
in every one of the innumerable tributes 
that have poured out since his passing. 
We almost never saw him when he was 
not smiling, and he was without fail the 
happiest person in the room with the best, 
most positive attitude. He was my hero. 


It was with great sadness that we found 
out that Franko had cancer somewhere 
around a year ago. It spread quickly. Even 
while this was going on, and knowing his 
eventual fate, whenever I called or visited 
him he was still that same Franko...all big 
smiles and hearty laughs. As usual, he 
was always the one with the most positive 
attitude in the room and the strongest of 
all those who knew and loved him.

It was only Sunday, October 6, when Franko 
made an appearance at his regular brunch 
gig at Stinky’s Fish Camp and sat in with 
his long-time bandmates Bobby and Lisa 
Steeno to sing his song “Sweet Potato Pie,” 
which had become an instant local favorite. 
Although frail, he was, as usual, all smiles. 
Just a couple of days later his health took 
a sudden turn for the worse, he became 
bedridden and then passed peacefully and 
mercifully the following Friday. 


I spent much of Franko’s last three days 
with him at his home. A steady diet of our 
band Hubba Hubba’s music played in the 
background at his request. Although at 
times he may not have seemed awake, I 
spoke to him as if he were in hopes that he 
could hear me. I asked him if he realized 
how beloved he was by so many. His wife 
Eileen said he didn’t. I wanted to impress 
that upon him. 


The world is a bit dimmer without the 
ray of light that was Franko. He was an 
accomplished folk artist who did several 
paintings of “Angel Bands,” musicians who 
have passed away. It’s hard to believe that 
Franko has now joined the angel band.

Frank Steven Jackson 
November 29, 1950-Oct. 11, 2019 


Frank Steven Jackson, better known to everyone as Franko 
“Washboard” Jackson, passed away peacefully Friday, October 
11, at home with his wife and family. 


Born in Oklahoma City, Mr. Jackson’s family soon moved to 
Atlanta, where he spent his early childhood. The family moved 
to Dallas when Mr. Jackson was 14, and from there moved to 
the East Wind Community in Missouri as a young adult. At East 
Wind, he discovered his joy—washboard music. 


“Washboard” Jackson’s life was rich and deep and never 
uninteresting. He hitchhiked to New Orleans from the commune 
to be there for the birth of his sister Cindy’s first child. He wound 
up playing washboard with the Bad Oyster Band and performed 
at the New Orleans Jazz Festival several times in the mid-1970s. 
He never went back to the commune, instead playing the streets 
of the French Quarter and busking with musicians from all over 
the world. 


In the early 1980s, Washboard Jackson and the Hot Damn Jug 
Band was formed from those street performers to play the 1984 
Louisiana World’s Fair from beginning to end. That band went on 
to play festivals and gatherings in New York, and they recorded a 
jug band CD that is still available. 


Hubba Hubba, the big electric blues band, came together in the 
‘90s after Washboard moved to Florida and brought a tune with 
him that proved fateful. He taught Bill Garrett “Bayou Country,” 
written by Duke Bardwell, and by strange coincidence, all three 
ended up meeting. They started playing music together, adding 
Doug “Dr. D” Dickerson and Rick Arnett, and became a long- 
time favorite band throughout Walton County and the 30A 
community. 


Around 2000, Mr. Jackson began painting primitive memory 
paintings of his family and musicians that influenced him. His 
first solo show at the Toulouse Women Gallery in 2004 was a 
success and advanced his reputation as a folk artist. That, and 
the fact that his wife Eileen had a folk art gallery—he said he 
slept his way to the top. 


Mr. Jackson’s favorite gig was at Stinky’s on 30A, where he 
played every Sunday at brunch with his dearest friends Lisa and 
Bobby Steeno. He has his own gallery there, where Jim Richard 
and Stan Meadows exhibit his artwork in the main room. 


A memorial is forthcoming. Some of Washboard’s ashes will be 
placed in the foundation of the Red Bar in Grayton Beach, where 
Oli Petit hired him to work in the kitchen, and then tapped Hubba 
Hubba to play the restaurant’s annual anniversary blowout. 


A celebration of the man’s life will be held Thanksgiving week. 
Details will be announced on the Franko “Washboard” Jackson 
Facebook page. You can find some of his original songs on 
YouTube, as well as many covers with his musician friends. 


Mr. Jackson is preceded in death by his adoring parents Elizabeth 
and Frank. He is survived by his wife of 40 years, Eileen West; the 
two children he helped raise, Jeffre Lynn West and Scott Lucas 
West; Scott’s wife Cheryl; grandchildren Caslen West, Tucker and 
Lillia Luinstra, and Jackson Heath; sisters Cindy Mounger and 
Lisa West; Lisa’s husband Brad; brother Rob Jackson; nieces 
Kaitlyn West and Angela Connelly; nephews Kevin West, Mart 
Mounger and Paul Mounger; and many, many wonderful friends.

Two of Us: Bloody Mary Festival 
Headliners Dread Clampitt

On Saturday, Nov. 2, The Market Shops tickles taste 
buds with their fifth annual Bloody Mary Festival. 
With well over a dozen restaurants competing for the 
awards, it’s bound to be an event to remember while 
benefiting Habitat for Humanity Walton County. 


As with any event around these parts, they didn’t 
forget the garnish. The part which is there for a little 
added interest but often ends up stealing the show? 
Live music. And who better to encourage daytime 
festivities than Red Bar Sunday brunch kings Dread 
Clampitt? 


Dread Clampitt’s Balder Saunders returned from 
their performance at the Suwannee Roots Revival to 
talk about life, the future, and Bloody Marys. 


He doesn’t hesitate to put The Red Bar at the top of 
the Bloody Mary list. “I think it’s the pick of green 
beans, spicy green beans. They use that Zing Zang 
mix, which I like.” 


As for experiences with the potent cocktail he hopes 
to avoid recreating, a New Orleans bar takes that 
mantle. “It had all the vegetables in your Bloody Mary 
and the guy put Guinness on top and he said, ‘That’s 
steak in a can, so if you have Guinness floater on 
top of your Bloody Mary, it’s actually considered ‘a 
meat and three vegetables’.” Saunders also calls the 
canned Budweiser Clamato wannabe Bloody Mary 
“hateful,” ranking as the most horrible attempt at the 
drink he’s tasted. 


Saunders’ dream Bloody Mary would be decked out 
with a dry-rubbed rib, over-easy quail egg (fried, not 
boiled) and pickled okra. 


For Dread Clampitt, the fire that ravaged the beloved 
Red Bar isn’t just about the memories within the 
building, but also the loss of steady gigs. “I initially 
got over the shock of how terrible it was that it 
happened and thinking about all these families that 
worked there that lost jobs and thinking of myself, 
too, as lost job or income,” says Saunders. 


“But the community, the culture, is really what I 
miss as well, just getting together, playing music 
on Sundays and seeing all the local faces. I really 
miss that. Aside from that, it’s been more of a forced 
vacation because I haven’t had weekends off in 17 
years. So it has allowed me to do more yard work. My 
landscaping looks amazing, and I’ve been doing more 
fishing than normal...” 


In October, an initial groundbreaking marked the 
progress for the return of the Red Bar. The goal is 
to reopen by Memorial Day weekend in 2020. It’s 
something we can all look forward to, because, 
according to Saunders, there is “a hole in the culture.” 


The rebuild progress is slow going, and Saunders 
brings a logical explanation to the table. “In this time, 
post-Hurricane Michael, I know the cost of materials 
is high and labor—the labor pool’s got bigger fish to 
fry over there trying to fix up all that’s damaged in 


Panama City. Getting the (subcontractors) out and 
getting them working and getting it done...it’s going 
to be a challenge.” 


An unexpected side effect is that Dread Clampitt 
gigs feel like more of an event these days, both for 
the community and Saunders. “When we do play, 
it is more exciting. But then, on the other hand, 
there’s a loss of facility from not playing all the time. 
Sometimes we’d go like two, three weeks without 
playing and then get back together and your fingers 
are sore and your throat hurts and all that stuff.” 


The change of routine doesn’t mean that Saunders 
and Kyle Ogle can’t be found performing regularly. 
Ogle is part of the TKO Show featuring TK and Duke 
Bardwell while Saunders had his own special guest 
at his monthly Grayton Seafood Company gig. 


“I used it as an opportunity to rehearse my son,” he 
says. “He’s 13 and he played drums with me, so that 
was kind of fun rehearsing all the songs for that. It 
was to push some bonding, but then to really show 
him what goes into a three-hour gig. He was really, 
he was like, ‘Oh my God, dad, I’m worn out. I can’t 
believe that you do this. Now I know why you were 
always coming home and your back hurt and all that 
stuff.’ He gets it.” 


One of the biggest crossroads for Dread Clampitt was 
the passing of Kenny O. “It was like, do we go on, how 
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do we go on? Deciding that we were going to carry 
on as a two-piece, we basically spent the last year 
just kind of trying to learn Kenny’s parts in essence. 
Really learning how to sing and play it in the two- 
piece that we hadn’t done since we started 17 years 
ago...that’s taken us some time.” 


They went to one of their mentors, Rev. Jeff Mosier, 
for advice. Saunders and Ogle wondered if a new 
member should be brought into the fold. Mosier 
basically told them: “Yeah, the new guy’s going to be 
‘not-Kenny.’ That’ll be his name. You'll look back and 
say, ‘Hey, there’s not-Kenny.” 


“There’s so much,” says Saunders. “Kyle and I have 
thousands of songs that we play, and to put somebody 
else in there, it would be so much rehearsal time 
to...1 mean, Kyle and I are psychic. We know what 
each other is going to do and when and where. And 
when he goes up the neck, I know what inversion of 
the chord he’s going to play, and I can play harmony 
to it.” 


Saunders admitted that a Craiglist ad would end 
up looking something like: Wanted, psychic multi- 
instrumentalist that can sing any part. 


For now, Saunders heeds the advice of Mosier. 
“Simon and Garfunkel played to thousands of people. 
You don’t have to be more than you are—you'’re a 
two-piece, and that’s what you are.”

PAWS and Effect 


By Samantha Lambert 


The first sound you hear when you 
step out of your car at Panhandle 
Animal Welfare Society (PAWS) 
is that of many barking dogs. Step 
inside, and the sound continues as 
you head into the back of the building 
where the dogs are kept. All types of 
dogs come up to the front of their 
spacious enclosures to say hello to 
you with constant tail wagging. In the 
far back is an enclosed area covered 
by a large tent where more dogs are 
kept. Volunteers have many of them 
out playing with them. 

The first 


Humane Society was 


incorporated in March 1957 as the 
Playground Humane Society PAWS. 
Their first facility was a small building 
in Valparaiso. In 1986, the shelter 
was renamed the Panhandle Animal 
Welfare Society. Today, PAWS is a 
private, nonprofit organization that 


presently handles more than 7,000 
animals annually and is dedicated to 
their welfare. 


The present shelter on Lovejoy Road 
was built in 1991. In 1995, PAWS 
started the first low cost spay and 
neuter clinic in Okaloosa County. 
The clinic also offers to already- 
spayed and/or neutered animals 
low cost vaccines and medications 
appropriate to treatment and 
prevention of diseases; heartworm, 
feline leukemia, and feline AIDS 
testing; and medical and surgical 
treatment for pets that otherwise 
would not visit a veterinarian. 


The shelter also includes two meet 
and greet areas, both an indoor 
and outdoor run, play area, and 
swimming pools. According to Dee 
Thompson, “We also have the best 
volunteers in the world who come in 
everyday.” 


a ae 
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Thompson started as the kennel 
supervisor in 1986 and became the 
executive director of PAWS in 2014. 
“One of the biggest challenges we face 
is an aging building,” she says. “The 
Qualls family has donated 16 acres 
of land across the street for a new 
facility. Breaking ground should start 
in three or four months. There is still 
some capital fundraising to come for 
the new facility.” 


PAWS also undertakes animal control, 
so they are considered an open 
shelter. Their goal is to save and treat 
adoptable animals. Their mission 
includes the following—to offer 
refuge, medical care, nourishment 
and an opportunity for a second 
chance for life to unwanted animals 
in our community; to protect animals 
from cruelty, neglect, carelessness 
and ignorance; to encourage and 
promote responsible pet ownership; 
to educate and inform the public 
about animal issues; and to assist in 
the development of short- and long- 
term community oriented solutions 
to such problems. 


PAWS received 97 animals last 
March from an animal facility that 
was closed in Niceville. Along with 
animals that are turned in every day, 
PAWS also receives some animals 
from rescue groups. “People are 
saving many lives by adopting here,” 
says Thompson. “It is so much more 
rewarding! You just have to give an 
adopted animal time to adjust and 
have lots of patience.” 


There are many ways to help PAWS. 
First and foremost, adopt, spay and/ 


or neuter animals. You can volunteer 
at the shelter or do other things 
such as helping with fundraising 


and special events, serving on 
a committee, or working at the 
Junkyard Dog Gift N Thrift shop. The 
shop is the primary source of funds 
for humane and adoption services 
provided by PAWS and contributes 
$130-150,000 annually to PAWS. 


They are located at 179 NE Eglin 
Parkway in Fort Walton Beach. Tax- 
deductible donations can be resold to 
benefit the animals at PAWS, and if 
you need assistance in getting your 
donations to the shop, call 850-244- 
1830. 


Another way to volunteer is to make a 
“Doggy Date” with a shelter dog. You 
can take one out to a park or fora 
walk. There are also “Dog Slumber 
Parties” where you can take a dog 
home for the weekend, and other 
PAWS events every weekend. Coming 
up Saturday, Oct. 26—“Dogs and 
Drinks” at the Boathouse Oyster Bar 
on the Destin Harbor, an adoption 
event. 


The objective of the PAWS adoption 
program is to find permanent, 
responsible and loving homes for the 
animals (both dogs and cats) in their 
care and educate those who want to 
incorporate a companion animal into 
their lives. There is also a reduced 
adoption fee for seniors who want to 
adopt from PAWS.

Balls to the Wall: Act4’s Paula Hilton Talks 
About Her New Golf Show 


Act4Mystery founder Paula Hilton stopped by 
the Beachcomber Mansion recently to discuss her 
upcoming production. 


Congratulations on Foul Play on the Fairway, 
which must be what, the 50th murder mystery 
show you’ve written? 

I wish! My long-term goal is to write at least 50 murder 
mysteries, but I’m only at 35 right now. I probably 
have ideas for a dozen shows swooshing around in 
my head, though, so that number is definitely doable. 


The hard part is figuring out which one to write next. 
I’m leaning towards finally getting the “ghost walk” 
show out of my head, so look for that next year. 


What made you want to take on the world of golf 
in the new show? 

After my dad passed in 2017, my mom asked my 
sister and me if we would take up the sport because 
she no longer had a golf partner. I wasn’t excited 
about it, but finally caved and played with them. And 
I was hooked! Just like that. 


They always say, “Write about what you know,” and 
now I know all kinds of things about golf I would 
never know if I didn’t play it myself. Chili-dipping? 
Worm-burners? It’s a whole new world. 


Without spoilers, what can you tell us about Foul 
Play on the Fairway? 

Every place has cliques, as I’m sure you know. Go 
to the local bowling alley, and you'll see all the little 
groups of people who have been bowling forever. 
Same is true for golf. You have the good players, the 
wannabes, the partiers...just like any other sport. 


So this show is about a little clique of golfers and 
their relationships with one another, which are all 
revealed at a big dinner to congratulate the current 
tournament winners. Except you really shouldn’t be 
airing all those relationship issues in public, should 
you? Something bad might happen... 


Editor Manson has forced—er, invited—us to come 
to a lot of your shows. How is this one different 
from some of the others? 

A lot of my shows are generic enough where you can 
relate without having to have actually ever been in 
that situation. For instance, my show Killer in the 
Kitchen is about a group of folks putting on a reality 
cooking show—you don’t have to have been on or 
been involved with a cooking show to enjoy it. 


This show is very specific. But although it’s aimed 
at golfers, it rings true for anyone involved in any 
sport or group activity. No matter what you do in life, 
you're always going to bump up against someone who 
is too loud or obnoxious, or someone who cheats, or 
someone who just can’t help being a big kiss-up. It’s 
human nature. How I write about it is what makes my 
stories fun. And this one is fun! 


Are there writers/performers that inspire you? 
I’m a huge fan of the writing on older shows like Friends, 
Seinfeld and Frasier. Their slice-of-life storylines were so 
clever, but more importantly, they were so ridiculously 
funny. Of my stuff, the ones I find ridiculously funny 
are my favorites. Podunk Pandemonium and Murder at 
the Monster Bash stand out. 
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I strive for ridiculously funny, and Foul Play on the 
Fairway has some of those moments. But when 
you're telling a story versus a slice-of-life, it can’t be 
belly laughs from end to end. Otherwise, you’d never 
know what the story was about. So expect lots of 
laughs and an interesting story, too. 


Do you have any advice for newcomers to the 
fairway? 

Yes. I’ve been playing for almost two years, and ’m 
still pretty horrible as far as my score goes. But I’m 
improving all the time. And I love it. I love being outside 
and the companionship with my mom, sister and 


brother-in-law, driving the golf cart...especially driving 
the golf cart! That was a huge plus I wasn’t expecting. 


But the important thing is to have fun. And don’t 
be discouraged—golf is a really hard game. You can 
play for a zillion years and still learn something new. 
Mom is 84 years old and plays like a pro, but she 
still watches Amy Choi videos and is constantly trying 
new things. It’s just a very difficult sport. So hang in 
there, and keep driving it home!

Red Bar Rising: A Talk with Oli Petit

Last February 13, around dawn, a fire consumed the 
Red Bar on Hotz Avenue in Grayton Beach. No one 
was injured, but what had been a local legend—bar, 
restaurant, music venue, curiosity shop, art gallery, 
and welcoming hangout for both locals and tourists— 
vanished. I didn’t feel inclined to go out and view the 
empty site, until just recently. The empty time has 
now passed. 


After eight months of cleaning up, planning, and 
lots of this and that, ground was broken October 
8 on what will be the Red Bar’s second iteration. I 
missed going in person to the event, but stopped by 
a few days later, mid-morning, to watch construction 
getting underway. There were trucks and machinery, 
ground had been cleared and leveled, and the area 
was cordoned off, but no workers were on site as yet. 


Three tourists on bikes rolled up near where I was 
standing. One of them knew the Red Bar, and was 
showing the spot to others, who’d never seen it. He 
asked me if I knew the projected date of reopening. 
I told him I’d heard it would be Memorial Day, 2020 
(got that from Facebook). After they left, two more 
people showed up, sending a drone aloft to hover 
over the site. Then a guy with several cameras 
hanging from him walked around the site, taking 
photos. There definitely was an air of expectation 
and anticipation. 


The following day, I spoke on the 
phone with Red Bar co-owner and 
seasoned restaurant opener Oli 
Petit. He confirmed the projected 
opening date. 


“There’s been just an amazing 
display of affection,” said Oli. “People 
have lots of memories...and now we 
are in opportunity mode.” 


Oli lives near enough to the Grayton 
Beach neighborhood that he can 
visit the site frequently. The work 
is being done by Luke & Blue’s 
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of Santa Rosa Beach. Oli speaks highly of the 
company’s owner, Deron Strickman, who is in 
charge of construction of the building. They will 
construct the outer building, then the Petits (Oli 
and brother Philippe) will take over on the inside. 


Oli said that the “new” Red Bar will be “exact, to 
the inch,” like the old—dining room, bandstand, 
bar, windows, heights, doors all the same—except 
there will be some changes and improvements to 
the kitchen and bathrooms. 


In the kitchen, the old structure—first built in 
1939, then added on to over the decades—had

different levels and some awkward 
spaces for cooking purposes. That’s 
all being cleaned up, expanded and 
streamlined, with fewer walls and 
closets. 


As for the bathrooms, there’s even 
more good news. The men’s room will 
now have two stalls, and the ladies 
room will have four stalls. The ladies 
room will be nearer the deck. “We’re 
pushing farther south,” said Oli. 


Regular customers of the Red Bar 
are no doubt wondering about the 
signature eclectic interior decor, 
which simply had to be seen to be 
appreciated or described. There 
were album covers, movie, sports 
and concert posters, photographs 
of the famous and the completely 
anonymous, musical instruments, 
lamps and toys, and assorted oddities. 


Procurement was the province of 
Oli and his father—“We were like 
American Pickers, that’s us.” Oli will 


be in charge this time around as well. 


At the time of the fire, they had 
a 900-square-foot warehouse 
stocked with all manner of items, 
posters, memorabilia, etc. Over the 
years, they had made “continuous 
improvements” to the interior, 
replacing things that were old, 
worn out, damaged or occasionally 
“disappeared.” 


Oli will access the warehouse, and 
continue to collect, buy and curate. 
Though he and his dad did the 
collecting together, Oli alone puts it 


up. 


“No one touches it but me,” he said. 
“If they do, they’ll hear about it.” 


Members of the Red Bar fan base have 
been donating and contributing, too. 
“They want to be part of it,” said Oli. 
“There will be so many cool things. It’s 
going to make people smile.” 


There are no changes planned for the 
menu, which will offer their classic 
items—steaks, pork, fish, chicken. 
They may add some new things, but 
are not reinventing the culinary wheel. 
The apple dumpling is expected to 
return, as well.
